Abducted Italian Girl Reported Alive

ROME — Men claiming to have 
kidnapped a 15-year-old girl said 
Wednesday that she was still alive 
as tbtir midnight deadline ap- 
proached for the Italian govern- 
ment to free the man who dot the 
pope two yean ago. 

In the past two weeks anony- 
mous telephone callers have said 
that Emanuda Oriandi, a Vatican 
employee's daughter who disap- 
peared in Rome on June 22, wzwM 
be killed unless Mehraet Ah Agca, 
a Turk, was freed. 

A man who telephoned the Ital- 
ian news agency ANSA shortly be- 
fore noon Wednesday said that rite 
was still alive but that the deadline 
was still set for midnight Wednes- 
day night, the agency reported, 
pointing out that this was the call- 
er’s explanation of an awkwardly 
written phrase in a message for 
ANSA that was telephoned earlier 

in the day to a church in Rome. 

The man called the agency to 


confirm that it had received the 
message. The phrase said: “Reach- 
ing the suppression of July 20 we 
do not lose hope in the will of those 
who can cany out a final and re- 
solving gesture.” 

This suggested that the callers 
were stffl hoping that the Italian 
government would release Mr. 
Agca, who wounded the pope in 
1981. But ANSA said that Wednes- 
day's caller implied that the word 
“suppression” was intended as a 
threat that would be carried out 
when the deadline expired. He also 
said there would be no further mes- 
sages before then.

Sobriety Drags

WASHINGTON — The Food 
and Drug Administration an- 
nounced Tuesday that it would 
take action to prevent the sale of 
unproven “sobriety products,” de- 
claring them “a threat to the safety 
of motorists and pedestrians.” 

Citing the more than 25,000 al- 
cohol-related traffic deaths that oo- 
curin the United States every year, 
the agency said it would classify 
any product designed to prevent or 
mtmmrne inebriation as a “new 
drug.” The products, which at least 
thrflg.

Hie negotiations on Brazil's foreign debts 
1 raise doubts that North Americans should 
ponder carefully. A few months ago the Inter- 
national Monetary Fond extended a farther 
large loan to enable Brazil to keep its credit 
lines open and avoid default on the past loans, 
. bat the condition was a policy of rigorous 
austerity to be imposed on the Brazilian eco- 
nomy. By May it was evident that Brazil was 
not meeting the targets, and the IMF froze 
farther access to the loan. It is not a question 
of bad faith; it can be argued that the targets 
were unrealikic from the beginning. The latest 
talks are an attempt to work out new terms. 

The IMF knows that it cannot let go of the 
principle erf enforced conditions- It cannot pm 
itself in the position of financing more of the 
same policies that got the debtors into trouble 
in the first place. But neither can it press the 
principle so hard that it incites upheaval in 
■ Brazil — where unemployment is already high. 

The central issues here are not the esoteric 
fiyumcfc i arrangements. To pay off their debts 
to North American and European banks, Bra- 
zil and die other l-»rin debtors need to be able 
to sell in the North American and European 
marire fo Rjgor OUS nurn ^ ^m e nl of internal fis- 
cal affairs is highly desirable, but the crucial 
factor is the economic recovery now beginning 
- in the United States and, less certainly, in 
Europe. With strong and sustained growth, the 
rich countries win suck in Latin exports in 


great volumes and make it possible for Larin 
debtors to p3y their way (Hit of their hole 
without great distress. But if that kind of a 
growth rate does not develop in the northern 
hemisphere, no amount of austerity to the 
socLb wiD make repayment possible. 

It is useful to recall that those debts origi- 
nated in the first oxl crisis a decade ago. 

Because the Latin countries borrowed to keep 
their economies developing, they continued to 
buy US. exports — an important contribution 
to U.S. prosperity during the decade. That 
process also works in revase- If the Latin 
economies are now forced into super-austerity, 
they are not going to be very good customers. 
The dollars that Brazil must devote to debt 
service are dollars that it cannot spend on 
imports from the United States. That is anoth- 
er reason for North Americans to have another 
look at those debt schedules. They have impli- 
cations for jobs in US. factories. 

The disquieting thing about the latest debt 
negotiations is that they have become a pro- 
cess of patching along, avoiding disaster, but 
on the basis of plans that depend on slightly 
improbable growth rates in the industrial 
world. Something more durable and more 
hopeful is required- It will take political leader- 
ship that will have to come not from the tech- 
nicians who run the IMF but from the politi- 
cians wbo run the United States government.

Mr. Kissinger cannot seD what Mr. Reagan 
has so plainly failed to sdL He can contribute 
. only by redesigning the policies that have 
produced the president’s desperation. 

It is not just some communications failure 
that explains the lade of public support for Mr. 
Reagan’s approaches to Central America. 
Palls show that most Americans do not even 
know whether he is backing the government in 
El Salvador and the insurgents in Nicaragua 
or vice versa. But most also do not share 
the president's sense of peril, and the best- 
informed tend to be the most sleep ticaL 
How does a leftist dictatorship in Nicaragua 
threaten the United States — and how much? 
Why, if that regime is not marked by Washing- 
ton for overthrow, can it not be easily insnlat- 
od from H Salvador’s crviJ war? Why is “anr” 
side in El Salvador incapable of the most 
elementary respect for human rights that 
would broaden its appeal and remove its repu- 
tation for corruption? Why, in any case, is tins 
fixation with Central America diverting atten- 
tion and resources from even more pressing 
crises in the Western Hemisphere, like the 


austerity now jeopardizing a democratic tran- 
sition fa Brazil? To those doubts and feats the 
administration has responded mainly with slo- 
gans and disingenuous mumbles. 

An extraordinary commission of citizens is 
at best a poor way of giving a reasoned answer. 
What is more, the failure to appoint to it some 
notable doubters, like Senators Mathias or 
Moynihan, can only dimmish its influence. 

Still, Mr. Kissinger's diplomatic gifts are as 
outsized as his faults. And he understands the 
piranha ways of bureaucracy, perhaps too 
wel He needs no tutoring on his own vulnera- 
bility as a devious meddler against an elected 
leftist regime in Chile and as a coddler of Latin 
dictators. One must assume that he wants no 
suicide mission into history. 

The prize in Central America is to locate the 
space for compromise before much more that 
is precious is lost. Blueprints far a Marshall 
Flan of aid will lead nowhere if the present 
martial plans are not pot aside. Even the 
authors of those proposals smell their failure 
as they seek a 40-percent increase for covert 
and overt militaiy operations in Central Amer- 
ica. Such an increase, an administration rep ort 
concedes, “may be perceived as incremental 
escalation to stave off defeat far the tune 
being, without any dear strategy for success — 
an awkward parallel with Vietnam.” 

The parallel is sinister as wdl as awkward. 
As Mr. Kissinger’s appointment was an- 
nounced, so were war games in the Caribbean, 
with the aim of showing that UJS. naval ships 
can blockade Nicaragua. When Senator Jack- 
son proposed the idea of a commission on 
Central America, he pleaded for creativity to 
end a policy paralysis -—not fora prestigious 
endorsement of incremental interventianism. 

Given time and zoom to maneuver, Mr. 
Kissinger might still vindicate the arts of 
diplomacy. If that is not what the president 
wants, this comnrisskm is pointless and no 
place for honorable service.

The regime fa essenti a lly nan-ideological; h 
keeps the local Communist Parly under tight 
rein. A cardinal tenet of Mr. Assad’s poEcy is to 
avoid a full-scale war with Israel, since he knows 
that Syria would be beaten badly and that his 
minority Alawite regime would be jeopardy. 

Why then is the Syrian government so obsti- 
nate and antagonistic? Now that Israel and Leb- 
anon have signed a withdrawal agreement, why 
doesn't Syria agree to withdraw its troops? 

A primary reason is that Mr. Assad is upset 
that Israel is being rewarded for its invasion of 
Lebanon.

Syria therefore insists on uncon- 
ditional Israeli withdrawal Should the Syrians 
ever back down from this position, they would 
seek to dissociate toy eventual Syrian withdraw- 
al from the IsraeH-Lebanese agreement. 

Second, Mr. Assad believes that only by acting 
in concert from a position of strength can the 
Arabs ever prevail npon Israel to make the 
necessary concessions for a peace satisfactory to 
the Arabs.

Given that corpulence is a natu- 
ral and commonplace trait of the 
human form, its exdetian from 
presidential politics is a peculiarity 
that merits some attention. 

The fact of dee matter is that 
anti-obesity seems to be the last 
permissible bigotry in America, 
and that, as with aH past bigotries, 
it shows up in the unstated ruks of 
eligibility for the hi ghest nffii* 
Abhorrence of plumpness, let 
alone fat, has become so pervasive 
in American society that teenagers 


fast to the death in misguided 
quests to stay thin. Publishers and 
diet gurus rot rich on futile formu- 
las far sheading poundage. Indus- 
tries have risen and pro sp ered in 
response to the yeaning for non- 
nutritive food, as have pfll peddlers 
■ of varying ethical standards. 
Adulation of fbhmess has per- 
sisted, even grown stronger, de- 
spite second thoughts that medical 
scientists have been having about 
“desirable” weight. Too much, of 
coarse, is universally regarded as 
unhealthy. But in recent years 
knowledgeable opinion has been 
swinging to the concept that the 
standard weight charts axe loo low 
in their designations of ideal 
weight, and that upward revisions 
would spare a lot of anxiety with- 
out any detriment to health. 

None of that, however, has pene- 
trated to presidential politics, or 
even to Congress, where stoutness 
is a rarity among the 535 members. 
With the exception of the Falstaff- 
ian Tip OT4dQ and a few others, 
mainly okl-timezs, the ghap* of 
Congress is quite unepresentative 
of the electorate. 

Why does the cult of leanness 
prevail when it obviously is irxele- , 
vant?

And could Wfl- 
liaro Howard Taft, who weighed in 
at 300 pounds, make it to the 
American presidency today?

W hether yos’re mushing 

through tbe Arctic Or musin g 

before the Mem Lisa, there is like- 
ly to be a guide at your elbow 
interpreting the architecture of the 
nearest igloo or elucidating the 
mi g m ys Of th a t fanyuw smite But 
at mealtime, when it came to deci- 
phering the delicacies on a French 
mean, the timid traveler was on Ms 
own. 

But now a young American, 
Robert Noah, who has lived in 
France since 1971, will ddiver you 
from the whims of a distant wait- 
er’s uncertain command of English. 
As France’s first and rally gourmet 
guide, this soft-spoken epicure, his 
u nassuming manner truffled with 
enthusiasm, gently guides waxy 
intricacies of 
nouveEe and not so nou- 
vefle cuisine. 

In addition to his ambulatory 
cooking school visits to the kitch- 
ens of some of France's most cele- 
brated restaurant chefs, be orga- 
nizes explanatory dinner parties at 
Paris’ gastronomic pinnacles, such 
as: Tafflevent, Lassene, the Tour 
d* Argent, Guy Savoy, Oriberta, or 

ele gant T Jiailfam picnic* m fherfifi- 

tinedve settings of Vaux-le-Vi- 
oomte, Gruemy or Versailles. 

Under Ms tutelage, diners can 
avoid those dismaying deceptions 
when the ris de veau turns out not 
to be a recognizable dish of veal 
and rice, but what Noah somewhat 
euphemistically terms “a variety 
meat.” As he put it, “Offal sounds 
so awful.” 

With growing American interest 
in gourmet food outstripping mas- 
tery of the French language^ No- 
ah’s combination of impeccable 
hanw credentials, encyclo- 
pedic raconteur’s memory, and a 
gffiimrift enjoyment of his clients, 
has eloquently plugged a travel ser- 
vice gap. 

A recent dinner at the three-star 
TaiKevent — currently Paris’ most 
it after reservation — began 
a raspberry champagne cock- 
tail and Noah’s explanation of the 
TaiHevent method of milking the 
raqibeny liquor. “I know these res- 
taurants ana their techniques very 
wdl,” he said, “so Fm qualified to 
explain. I like to take the clients to 
the kitchen before dinner to meet 


the chef and see the conditions un- 
der which he works.” 

As (he meal progresses, 
course is spiced with tales of the 
restaurant's history and anecdotes 
of its peculiarities: Taillevent keeps 
a special humidor for its after din- 
ner agars, insists the butter be cut 
just 15 minutes before it goes to the 
table to be the right temperature 
and waiters are instructed in the 
proper manner to grip the silver (by 
the sides). 

“I explain what makes a three- 
star restaurant, or a two-star one, 
d iff e ren tiate between the various 
food gtrides, and interpret the diffi- 
culties of a nouveUe cuisine menu,” 
he said. 

“Cheese is a great love of mine 
and 1 always try to steer people 
toward lands they previously dis- 
liked — to show than that quality 
and condition, not found at home, 
can totally change the taste of the 
cheese.” 

His reputation, gained solely by 
word of mouth, has resulted in a 
solid popularity (over 50 percent of 
Ms customers are repeats). 

“He makes the food taste bet- 
ter,” said one recent dinner party 
participant, “and he does more 
than explain. He puis ‘nouvdle cui- 
sine’ into perspective with classic 
French cooking — gives food a 
philosophy — why the sauce has 
given way to the ’jus’, for example, 
and the importance of the way the 
food is arranged an the plate" 
Noah’s clientele, wham he de- 
scribes as being “in the most part 
female and affluent, not food pro- 
fessionals, but very interested in 
food and often accomplished 
cooks”, can be arranged for one up 
to as many as 40. For large groups, 
the menus are pre-ordered (avoid- 
ing exotics and “variety meats”), 
but those up to eight are allowed to 
order k la carte 

Despite the sybaritic life devoted 
to the pleasures of the table, Noah’s 
youthful looks (at least 10 years less 
than Ms 34) and enviable slim 
stature behe the caricature of a Ra- 
bdisisan gourmand. On non-res- 
taurant days, he sticks to “minus- 
calories” hard-boiled eggs, but the 
real reason may lie in Ms energy. 
His company, called Paris eu Cui- 
sine, is virtually a one-man show, 
run with the help of a part-time 
secretary. 

He leads a rigorous life After 
dinner parties lasting until 1 am , 
he is often up at 4:30 a m. to lead 


(he faithful through the Paris cen- 
tral market at Rungis. He has 
toured the United States with top 
French chefs, linked up with Steven 
Spurrier’s Academy of Wine, and 
saved as advisor to Julia Quid’s 
TV series. 

Noah's authentic culinary 
knowledge is based on a solidly 
empirical education that earned 
him the respect and friendship of 
many of the most celebrated names 
in French cocking and entrees to 
their kitchens and dining rooms. 

When Noah arrived in France in 
1971 to add French to Ms Spanish 
and find a job, bis only expertise in 
the kitchen was whipping up Betty 
Crocker cake mixes “because my 
parents didn’t approve of des- 
serts." Through family contacts be 
started working in the kitchens of 
the reknown edOstau de Bamnan- 
ifcre in Les Baux de Provence doing 
“the tedious tasks.” By the time he 
worked Ms way up to making the 
vegetables, he had found bis life's 
mfetier. 

“I realized that my four yeans in 
college had bees wasted, that I 
wanted to direct a restaurant,” he 
recalls. From there he went to a 
tiny restaurant in Sakai de Pro- 
voice, “where I learned even more 
because I did everything;” and on 
to a chain of jobs in such illustrious 
kitchens as L'Archestrate, Lame- 
loise in Qiagny, Burgundy, La Var- 
enne cooking schooTand a stint in 
Legrand’s wine shop in the rue de 
la Banque, Paris. 

It was during Ms job with the 
Provost Charcuteriein Paris — “no 
salary, but all the pat£ I could eat” 
— that Noah hit upon the idea that 
other people would enjoy learning 
behind the scenes in the kitchens of 
the great as he had, and Paris eu 
Cuisine was born. 

Encouraged by Legrand, Spurri- 
er and Round Barthekmy, owner 
of the superb cheese shop in the rue 
de Grenefle, Paris en Cmsme stuck 
to Parisian gastronomy for three 
years before branching out to the 
famed restaurants of the provinces. 

For the amateur connoisseur, 
much of the charm is due to Noah’s 
genius for custom- tailoring his vis- 
its to his clients’ whims. He doesn’t 
expect them, or their spouses, to be 
single-minded eaters. Fashion 
shows, visits to the Herm&s work- 
shops or the S&vres porcelain muse- 
um in Paris, horseback riding or 
tennis in the country, can be com- 
bined with the gourmet food.

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THE QUEST FOR THE RED 
PRINCE

A LI H assail Salamch. one of Yasir Arafat’s 
most misted lieutenants, was blown up in 
bis car as it passed a booby-trapped p arked 
Volkswagen in West Beirut on Jan. 22, 1979. In 
“The Quest for the Red Prince," Michael Bar- 
Zohar and Eitan Haber, two Israeli writers, 
give a fast-paced account of how the Mossad, 
the Israeli mtdligcDce service, tracked Sala m eh 
for months and him. They have 

al ,so tried to blend into the tale of the Palestin- 
ian leader’s violent life and death a history erf 
the struggle between Arabs and Jews in Pales- 
tine before 1948, in the young state of Israel 
and in shadowy theaters of operation else- 
where. 

Abu Hassan, as the flamboyant d-Facah 
chief was known, was the son of Sheikh H aasan 
Saiamrii a Palestinian warlord who died in 
1948 fighting the emergence of IsraeL The 
sheikh’s son was no scruffy, unshaven gun- 
10 ler but a sleek German-educated playboy 
who shortly before his death married a former 
Miss Universe, a Lebanese Christian named 
Gecngina Rizak. He was also a terrorist, one of 
the masterminds of Black September, the Far 
tab subgroup that shoved the Palestinian cause 
into the world’s bonified consciousness by 
murdering 11 Israeli athletes during the Mun- 
ich Olympics in 1972. 

But Salameb’s most fascinating sideline and 
the ooe most relevant to Ms death is not men- 
tioned in this book. As the boss of Squad 17. 
the Fatah security outfit, he was Arafat’s con- 
tact with the US. Embassy in Beirut and the 
Central Intelligence Agency. ’While Bar-Zohar 
and Haber would have us odieve that in “The 
Muslim-inhabited part of war-tom Beirut all 
foreigners were distrusted” and "all Wes- 
terners were suspected of being Israeli spies or 
secret agents,” the truth- was far more subtle 
and paradoxicaL During Arafat’s persistent 
efforts to open a dialogue with the United 
States, Fatah took it on itself to protect US. 
diplomats in chaotic West Beirut after rivfl war 
erupted in 1975. Salameh’s men guarded 
Americans and other foreigners as they were 
evacuated from a West Beirut seaside swim- 
ming club by the UJS. Sixth Fleet on June 20, 
1976. An American diplomat I knew in Beirut 
Id those bizarre yean liked to show off with a 
chuckle a gift bum Abu Hassan — a heavy 
Palestinian liberation Organization key chain. 

As David Ignatius reported recently in The 
Wall Street Journal Salameh was "a backdoor 
chann el between the U.S. and the PLO,” and 
he furnished senior American <t»plnnwts in- 
chiding former Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer, with tips about assassination plots 


planned by radical Palestinian and other ter- 
rorist groups. He is also said to have supplied 
rimfiar information to security organizations- 
in West Germany. Italy and Japan to demon- 
strate that Fatah had gone out of the terror 
business and become a valid diplomatic inter- 
locutor. 

One revealing and heretofore untold anec- 
dote is that not long before Salameh’s death, a- 
grateful CIA look Mm to Florida’s Walt Dis- 
ney World, a place he had always wanted to 
visiL This uniquely American gesture com- 
pounded Arafat’s bitterness and sense of be- 
trayal when Salamch was slain- 

There was nothing angelic about Fatah’s 
stealthy overtures to the United States. Sata- 
meh was no OA agent What Arafat and be 
were offering was, after alt the other fared of 
terrorism: protection from it in the roiled Mid- 
dle East But it is perhaps reasonable to assume 
that a budding Palestiniac-American relation- 
ship, however unsavory its genesis, was not 
comforting to Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
gin, who came to power in Israel in 1977. 
President Jimmy Carter was then on record as 
favo ring “a ho meland provided for the Pales- 
tinian refugees who have suffered for many, 
many years.” Carter bad outraged Israelis by 
meeting with President Hafez al- Assad of 
Syria, on the eve of the election that brought 
Begin to office. 

Bar-Zohar Haber say that the Mossad. 
ended its assassination campaign against Black 
September terrorist chief tains in 1973 after a 
botched oper ation in which Israeli agents were, 
arrested in Norway for killing an innocent- 
Moroccan waiter whom they mistook for Sala- 
meh. Arafat disbanded Black September in the. 
i t ar ne year. The authors contend that some five 
years later the Begin government revived plans 
to kin Salameh for uAat were essentially emo- 
tional reasons. "Israel felt that no terrorist with 
blood on his hand could be left in peace,” they" 
write: "In the late 1970s Salameh’s name was. 
on the avengers’ list once again.” - 

But a risky and meticul ously planned assas-i 
natio n is usually not just an act of passion or 
vengeance. A more cynical and rational ex- 
planation of the Salameh killing would be tiui 
it was meant to disrupt Fatah ’s fitful secret* . 
dialogue with the United States, which, a£ 
Kissinger tdQs us in Ms memoirs, was initiated, 
by Arafat in tixTaftermath of the 1973 Middle 
East war. The secretary of state’s secret envoy,’ 
Vemon Waiters, met with an unnamed .Arafat 
confidant — almost certainly Salameh — in 
Rabat, Morroco, on Nov. 3 "to gain time and 
to prevent radical assaults on the early peace 
process." "Afterwards," Kissinger continues, 
“attacks on Americans — at least by Arafat’s 
faction of the PLO — ceased." Kissinger made 
a point of having key Arabs ana Israelis 
briefed on the dandestme PLO encounter. In 
the ensuing peace talks in 1974 and 1975, Israel 
extracted a pledge from the United! States not 
to negotiate with the PLO until the PLO recog- 
nized Israel's right to exisL

I DLENESS is almost as ab- 
horrent to bidding theorists 
as it was to the Puritans. Any 
unemployed bid. they feel, 
should be harnessed and put to 
work. And Lbe work does not 
have to be artificial: There are 
plenty of natural meanings 
available for those who look. 

A simple example is the 
.jump rebid to the four-level in 
a minor suit, of the type shown 
in the diagram. 

What should four dubs 
mean? Most partnerships 
never employ this Md, but it 
can be used to show a long suit 
— at least six cards and usually 
more — and exactly three 
•cards in partner's major. It 
shows an aversion to no trump 
and leaves partner the option 
of passing, or continuing to 
:game or slam in either suit. 

The four-dub bid on this 
•deal should lead North-South 
to six clubs. Although this falls 
-as the cards lie, it is better titan

a 50-50 proposition. Five dubs 
would be interesting. Tor after 
winning the diamond lead with 
the ace North would have to 
take an immediate finesse. 
This would insure that West 
would not gain the lead for a 
spade play if he began with Q- 
x-x of trumps. 

Even more interesting is the 
contract of four hearts, 
reached in a rubber bridge 
game after different bidding. 

Some European writers have 
pointed out, quite correctly, 
that the right play, a very neat 
one. is to allow East to win the 
first trick. After any return. 
South can maneuver to ruff 
one diamond in dummy, draw 
trumps and run the dub jack. 
At least one of the spades in 
the closed hand would even- 
tually disappear on dummy's 
clubs, and the contract would- 
be safe. 

However, the routine play of 
winning the first trick with the 
diamoobd ace is not necessari- 


ly fataL In practice. South 
ruffed a diamond, came to his 
hand with a trump, and ruffed 
another diamond. 

South then played two top 
dubs and deservedly failed. He 
should simply have led spades 
from dummy, and would even; 
tually have reached his hand to 
draw trumps and make 16 
tricks. •

Stndebaker Collection 
Gets a Home in Indiana

SOUTH BEND, Indiana — 
Tons of papers, old photographs 
and elegant hmiirs of gleaming met- 
al officially got a home with the 
dedication of a nunaaim here hon- 
oring the Stndebaker car company, 
which folded 20 years ago. 

The museum building, on which 
the city has a two-year lease, once 
housed the world’s largest Stnde- 
baker dealaship. Its opening Tues- 
day marked, for the time being, an 
end to a 16-year search for a per- 
manent home for the Stndebaker 
memorabilia, including SO historic 
vehicles, owed by the city where the 
company was based.

F I ARIS —“Anything I can say 
doesn't involve the responsi- 
bility of my books,” said Edmond 
Jabes. “You have to read them — 
it’s they that speak.” Entering the 
spiraling depths of his work may 
not be easy, but paths are flio- 
nrined by the steady lights of wis- 
dom and compassion. And he 
lives his writing thoroughly, 
hands animating the persistent 
figures of his thought 
For “The Book of Questions" 
is like no other book. That's dear 
immediately. Even the literary 
critics cannot place iL Poets, phi- 
losophers, Jewish scholars, none 
can claim it 

“The Book of Questions” is 
seven volumes really, and with 
the three subsequent volumes of 
“The Book of Resemblances,” 
they make up one work, more 
than 20 years in the writing. 
When J aWs, 70, began it he was 
completely in the dark. He didn't 
know where it was taking him, 
only that it was leading him away 
from the illustrious tradition of 
French literature that be had 
spent most his life as a poet be- 
coming a part of. 

“Every work is a wager with 
oneself.” Jabes said. “For me 
writing is the adventure to live. 
It’s not worth writing if one 
doesn't take the risk it involves.” 

The aphoristic intensity of the 
books is their most prominent 
feature; there is little narrative 
line, less in the later volumes, and 
that caught in glimpses. Above 
all, there is questioning: of lan- 
guage, Judaism, life, death. 

The Gist books, which form a 
trilogy, are, Jab&s said, “the story 
of Sarah and Yukel, two lovers 
that are deported” from France 
and who return from the concen- 
tration camps as broken survi- 
vors. A multitude of fictional rab- 
bis “enter and question, 
question,” seldom r eap p e ari ng. 

Though the manner of pro- 
ceeding may recall texts of the 
Jewish tradition, such as the Tal- 
mud and Cabala, Jabes did not 
begin to read those works till well 
after he had written his Gist vol- 
umes. He was raised in a non- 
religious family whose ancestors 
had lived in Cairo for several gen- 
erations.

Receiving a French education 
there, Jabis was writing at an 
early age, publishing Ms first 
books of poetry in Egypt and 
France. But the resident Europe- 
an colony in Cairo, email mil 
socially airtight, impelled him pe- 
riodically to seek the greatest 
contrast possible, the desert 
“In the life we lead,” Jabis 
said, “listening practically 
doesn’t exist.
